The deep purple of wild asters enriches the country 
landscape in the fall. It is on the cultivated China 
Aster, however, that we depend for the beauty and 
enrichment of our gardens in late summer and fall.

Excitement and interest among Aster growers all over 
the world ran very high when in 1893 James Vick 
brought forth the Branching Aster—the Aster that has 
since been known as Vicks Late Giant, Semple, Branch- 
ing, etc. Its branching habit, its long stems and huge 
flowers were all new—a wonderful improvement over 
any known Aster. ;

To Grow the Best Asters 


The importance of sowing the best Aster seed cannot 
be over-emphasized. No home gardener wishes to spend 
his time and effort in cultivating plants which may 
prove a disappointment. The market gardener knows 
that the value of his crop depends upon the seed. 


Culture 


Sow early Asters about the middle of March to set outdoors 
in early May. Where weather permits planting out in April, 
make sowings earlier. Sow into shallow boxes or pans filled 
with sandy loam to which peat moss has been added. Cover 
with 4 inch of fine sand, or soil. Water with a fine spray, or 
by setting in shallow pans of water until the surface becomes 
moist. Set the pans in a sunny window, not permitting the 
temperature to fall below 40 degrees. Cover the seed pans 
with paper until the plants begin to show. Young Aster plants 
should be given plenty of light. When they are about 2 inches 
tall, transplant into other pans or flats, setting 2 inches apart 
each way. Accustom the plants gradually to cooler growing 
conditions, and set them in the open ground when the trees 
are coming into leaf and severe frosts are over. Midseason 
and late Asters can be started in a mild hotbed, while very 
late varieties can be sown in a cold frame or the open ground, 
in May. Transplant into thoroughly prepared, sweet and 
wholesome soil. The more thoroughly pulverized the soil, 
the better the results. Cultivate Asters frequently, but 
rather shallow so as not to disturb the roots. (Recom- 
mendations based on climate of New York). 


Asters are a profitable flower to market as they 
find ready sale if fresh and carefully bunched. Re- 
member that even first-class Asters have little value if 
they are not fresh—or if they are carelessly bunched. 


Cut the Asters when nearly open, placing in water 
overnight or until ready to use. Strip the leaves from 
the lower 3 inches of each stem, and grading the 
flowers, arrange in bunches of 26. Place together Asters 
of the same stem length, age, quality, etc. Tie the 
bunches securely about 2 inches from the stem end and 
so that each individual flower shows up. 


Amount of Seed | Vicks Heart of France

Sowing Perennials 


Perennials may be sown from early spring to late fall, but many gardeners 
prefer to start their Perennials for next year, in June. Sown then, the little 
plants have the whole summer season in which to grow and become strong 
and will best be able to survive the cold of their first winter. 

Perennials are easily sown ina frame or specially prepared seedbed. The 
location must be level, with perfect drainage and the soil light and thorough- 
ly pulverized. A topsoil made up of equal parts of good garden loam, leaf- 
mold, and clean sharp sand (the whole mixed and run through a 14 inch 
mesh sieve) is ideal. Firm the soil with a flat board, soak it thoroughly with 
water, and sow. Give the seed a light covering of soil using the board again 
to press it down and dust a bit of fine earth on the top. Shading the beds 
is advisable—a home-constructed frame of laths supported a foot or more 
above the bed, and covered with muslin is serviceable—until the seedlings 
appear, when the muslin can be removed. 

Women gardeners especially like the ease of handling that sowing in 
boxes affords. Florist’s flats or other shallow boxes are filled with the soil 
mixture above, and the seeds sown. The boxes can be set on tables on the 
back porch or the back yard and moved about to points affording more or 
less shade as required. This method gives fine plants from little effort.
